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Wh at Do Yo u Mean Independence? 


If Americans need one th ing to restore th eir 
sou ls as free men, th ey need to decide wh at 
th ey mean by independence. 
Th eir pu rposes h ave been confu sed by con­ 
flicting cou nsel and mu ddy th inking — by gen­ 
erations of h air-splitting and compromising. 
Th ey h ave been victimized in mu ch th e 
same way th at th e fou nders of independence 
were victimized by Tory trimmers wh o cou ld 
th ink of a h u ndred good reasons for pu tting 
u p with inju stice, becau se th ey lacked one 
all-^werfu ’ reason for not pu tting u p with it. 
Th e Tories h ad no personal version of 
independence th at was worth figh ting for. 
Th ey did not know wh at th ey wanted more 
th an th ey wanted to get along as peaceably 
and profitably 
as 
possible 
with 
th eir 
oppressors. 
It seems not to h ave occu rred to anyone 
th at Americans in th e second h alf of th e 
18th centu ry, living u nder a tyrant, split u p 
in th e same way th at U.S. prisoners split u p 
u nder Commu nist tyrants in th e Korean 
episode. 
"Weak sisters" wh o did not know wh y in­ 
dependence was important enou gh to figh t for 
and su ffer for became th e Tories of th e 
Korean War; th ey sided with th e enemy. 
Th ere always will be th e same division in a 
sh owdown. Th e Tories, willing to accommo­ 
date th eir views to th ose of th eir masters, 
will be with u s always. 
And th ey always will h ave a h u ndred good 
reasons to persu ade th eir fellow citizens to 
pu t u p with inju stice and oppression, to look 
th e oth er way, to keep th eir mou th s sh u t and 


to pay th e oppressor th e price h e is ch arg­ 
ing for easing u p on oppression. 
Th ey will pu t u p a plau sible argu ment for 
a little more taxation with ou t representation, 
th e contention th at some men are more eq u al 
th an oth ers, th at th e consent of th e governed 
is a fu ddy-du ddy formality, th at remote op­ 
pression is more bearable th an h omegrown 
oppression. 
Th at it is permissible to bribe people with 
th eir own money, th at bu reau cracy and tax- 
eating activities can be foisted on people 
with ou t fear of th e conseq u ences, th at th e 
American people can be su bjected to ju ris­ 
dictions foreign to th eir Constitu tion with ou t 
any recou rse; 
And th at al or any of th e oth er offenses 
to free men listed in th e Declaration of In­ 
dependence are of no particu lar conseq u ence 
—certainly not worth figh ting for. 
Too many Americans never h ave decided 
wh at th ey mean', personally, by independence. 
Th ey h ave drifted into th e attitu de th at inde­ 
pendence is an abstraction — a’ righ t to be 
asserted only if worse comes to worst, in­ 
stead of a righ t to be fou gh t for every min­ 
u te of every h ou r of every day, to keep op­ 
pressors from entrench ing th emselves. 
It is not amiss to remember on every 
Independence Day th at th e original fou nders 
of Independence were a minority in 1776 and 
its gu ardians h ave been a minority ever 
since — bu t vigilant enou gh to preserve wh at 
th eir spiritu al ancestors pledged th eir lives, 
th eir fortu nes and th eir h onor to obtain. 


Co n fid en ce Is Indispensable 


Exactly two years h ave passed since th e 
Poznan u prising revealed h ow mu ch anger 
Poland h ad generated against its Commu nist 
masters. 
Th e first secretary of th e Commu nist party, 
Wladyslaw Gomu lka, restored to h is post as 
No. l party spokesman du ring th e u prising, 
made a h istoric speech abou t it th e following 
October. 
Today, wh en Gomu lka is believed to be 
figh ting for h is political life against th e re­ 
lentless opposition of Moscow Commu nism’* 
fewest drive against "deviationists,” th at 
speech will h au nt Gomu lka. 
Th e fu tu re of Commu nism, h e said, de­ 
fends on wh at th e working class th inks abou t 
it. Th e cau se of th e Poznan riots lay in mis­ 
takes of th e Commu nists, not in a plot by 
foreign agents. Polish workers h ad noth ing to 
lost any more, so desperate h ad th eir lot 
been made by th eir political masters. 
"It is not enou gh to ch ange th e people in 
<ihe government to improve th e situ ation,’* 
iaid Gomu lka. "It is necessary to make 
ch anges in th e system of government. All 
bad parts in ou r model of socialism mu st 
be exch anged for better ones. Th e impatience 
of th e working class comes from poor living 
conditions.** 
Th en Gomu lka made th e statement th at 
marked h im for extinction if Stalinists ever 
regained power in th e Kremlin: 
"Th e roads to socialism may be variou s, 
su ch as in th e Soviet Union, in Yu goslavia 
and possibly some oth er cou ntries. Every 
cou ntry h as th e righ t to be independent 
and sovereign.*» 
And to make certain h is enemies wou ld 
h ave enou gh rope to h ang h im in if th e 
Stalinists ever were restored in th e Kremlin, 
Gomu lka said th is for good measu re: 
, "Th e tru th told to th e nation sh all be­ 
come th e people’s sou rce of strength . It will 
restore th e people’s confidence in th e People’s 
Government and ou r party. Th at confidence 
Once Over 


America once marked th e 4th of Ju ly with 
fireworks. It now marks it with ambu lance 
calls, police-car sirens and marls of “Wh ere 
did you learn to drive?” Th e symbol of a 
th ree day 4th is th e Tow-Car. 
Observing Americans ru sh ing like crazy to 
sh ore and mou ntain, *you wonder th at th ere 
was a day wh en th ey went u p Bu nker Hill 
with ou t speedometers. It is h ard to believe 
Pau l Revere made h is ride with ou t power 
steering. 
"One if by land and two if by sea” is now 
a signal between sq u ad cars to indicate if 
th e wild driver is h eaded for th e lake or 
somebody’s front yard. 


/TH E ROADS ARE FULL of people wh o 
th ink th e Declaration of Independence reads: 
"1. We h old th ese tru th s to be self evident: 
th at all mes are created eq u al, with some 
men more eq u al th an oth ers, expecially at 
traffic ligh ts. 
"2. Th at th ey are endowed with certain 
inalienable righ ts, among wh ich are life, 
Hberty, arrogance and th e pu rsu it of nervou s 
breakdowns, ptomaine poisoning, su nbu rn 
and h igh way argu ments. 
*‘3. Th at wh enever th ese righ ts are ob­ 
stru cted by government, state or city laws, 
it is th e privilege of people in a h u rry to 
ignore su ch laws, 
"4. Th e h istory of government reveals re­ 
peated tyrannies. It h as passed laws re* 
striding zigzaggers and imposed u pcn th e 
people th e wh ite line, th e No-Passing sign, 
th e Dangerou s Cu rve emblem and th e Cau ­ 
tion Ligh t, th ereby cramping th e style of 
au to drivers everywh ere. 
"5. U h as kept among u s armies of traffic 
police and empowered th em to ask, ‘Wh ere’s 
th e fire, bu ster?’—‘Lemme see you r flying 
license,* etc. It h as permitted su mmonses 
and fines. It h as encou raged safety first 


is indispensable for th e realization of ou r 
aims.’* 


Gomu lka’s footwork will h ave to be fast to 
ou tstep th e tentacles of th e conspiracy h e h as 
served so enth u siastically. Like h is cou nter­ 
part in Hu ngary, th e late Imre Nagy, h e 
h as h ad th e illu sion it is possible to be a 
Commu nist with ou t becoming a victim of 
Commu nism—th e system of government h e 
th ou gh t needed to be ch anged wh en h e was 
foolish enou gh to criticize it two years ago. 


Po werfu l Persu ad er 


According to th e record, th e St. Lawr­ 
ence seaway was first talked abou t in 1895 
wh en a joint committee was appointed by 
th e United States and Canada to look into 
th e possibilities. 


In 1941, after 45 years of looking into it, 
th e United States relu ctantly reach ed an 
agreement with Canada to do someth ing 
abou t it. Bu t th is agreement, like a previou s 
one reach ed in 1932, was gath ering du st in 
Wash ington u ntiJ a momentou s realization 
penetrated th e minds of dozens of influ ential 
citizens. 
Th is was th e realization th at th e United 
States neded to assu re itself of enou gh h igh - 
grade iron ore to carry it safely into th e 
21st centu ry and th at Minnesota ore deposits 
h ad been depleted dangerou sly by World 
War II. 


From th at point on, th e St. Lawrence Sea­ 
way, wh ich Canada intended to finish with 
or with ou t U.S. cooperation, became a de­ 
sirable U.S. project. Its restricted opening 
th is week gu aranteeing its fu ll scale opero- 
tion with in anoth er year, marks a triu mph 
for th e enligh tened selfish ness th at makes 
th e world go 'rou nd. 
Th e most powerfu l persu ader is always 
self-interest—th e availability of h igh -grade 
Labrador iron ore in th is instance.

THE "SMEAR" h as been th e 
popu lar weapon of th e irresponsi­

Wash ington, du ring h i s presi­ 
dency, was 
called more nasty 
names th an h ave been tossed at 
any president of recent years. 
On Ju ly 6, 
1796, 
Wash ington 
wrote to Th omas Jefferson th at 
"every act of my administration 
wou ld be tortu red . . . in su ch 
exaggerated and indecent terms 
as cou ld scarcely be applied to a 
notoriou s defau lter, or e v e n a 
common pickpocket.” 
Even Jefferson was 
called 
a 
coward du ring h is administration 
two presidents later. 
Despite th ese ch aracter assas­ 
sinations, th e 
cou ntry 
su rvived 
and prospered becau se th ere were 
men of integrity in h igh places. 
Today money is too often more 
important th an morals. It is an 
ever-increasing’ danger^ th at life 
and liberty are th e inalienable 
righ ts—not of all men, bu t only 
of th ose wh o can bu y th em. 


We s e e "government of t h e 
people, by th e people, 
for th e 
people" being su rrendered to spe­ 
cial interests and pressu re grou ps 
with ou t being stirred from ou r 
complacency. 
Elected officials see an u nder­ 
world regime th reatening th e very 
fou ndations of ou r democracy bu t 
are too timid to act in an election 
year. 
In th e persu it of h appiness h ave 
we forgotten th at freedom is not 
a perpetu al endowment th at can 
case? 
be preserved in a h elinm - filled 
Freedom is an ideal. It is ou r 
h eritage becau se ou r forefath ers 
fou gh t and died for it. Too long, 
patriotism h as been considered as 
"strictly for th e birds,” except 
by a relatively small h andfu l of 
th e pou latian. 
Today, Ju ly 4, 1958, th is nation’s 
birth day anniversary, it wou ld be 
worth a few minu tes of ou r time 
to read th e Declaration of In#- 
pendence, th e Constitu tion and th e 
Bill of Righ ts and reflect on th e 
occasion th at gives u s th e h appi­ 
ness we so zealou sly pu rsu e. 


Occasionally it is well to note 
th e soft terms in wh ich social in­ 
su rance was sold to th e American 
eople and Congress. In 1934 Roose 
velt said th at h e was devising a 
plan to provide secu rity against 
th e "h azards and vicissitu des of 
life.” 
Th e system, bad as it h as been 
from th e beginning, h as done ju st 
th at for th ou sands of needy people. 
Bu t in its continu ing extension, 
wh ich politicians call its "broaden­ 
ing,” it h as gone far beyond its 
original intent and h as become a 
bonanza for fending off from mem­ 
bers of Congress th e "h azards and 
vicissitu des of politics.” 
In th e present Congress th ere are 
no less th an 400 bills to extend th e 
system in one way or anoth er. 
Practically all of th ese involve 
more money. All wou ld go beyond 
h eling th e needy. 
Measwh ile, th e system itself is 
on a financial and actu arial basis 
wh ich promises vast deficits and 
th e dilu tion of th e savings of th ose 
wh o h ave saved for th eir own se­ 
cu rity. 


IT IS TRUE th at th e President 
and Secretary Folsom attempted to 
fend oft th e more ex reme propos­ 
als. Bu t in th e h earings on th e 
su b ject, Folsom pointed ou t th at 
wh ile th e Old Age and Su rvivors 
Insu rance fu nd is sh rinking by th e 
day and month , it will be safe for 
some years to come. 
Bu t th is "fu nd” is not a fu nd in 
th e accepted sense of th e word. It 
is not money in th e bank. It con­ 
sists of government IOU’s wh ich 
mu st be refu nded ou t of tax money 
as it is u sed. 
Moreover, th e companion opera­ 
tio n in th e system, th e Old Age 
Assistance program, lives on, ap­ 
parently in perpetu ity, despite th e 
fact th at wh en it was set u p it was 
regarded as a temporary meth od 
of giving relief u ntil th e OASI bene­ 
ficiaries wou ld h ave made th e es­ 
sential contribu tions to enable th em 
to secu re th e benefits. 
6Bu t th e Folsom optimism, con­ 
cerning th e sou ndness of th e OASI 
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fu nd is h ardly ju stified by th e facts. 
Th e system is even at th e mom­ 
ent ru nning in th e red. It is pay­ 
ing ou t more th an it is taking in 
at a tru ly alarming rate. 
Th is is not someth ing th at h as 
h appened th is year. It was tru e 
even in th e piping days of 1955. In 
th at year William R. Williamson, 
wh o was ch ief actu arial consu ltant 
wh en th e system was h orn in 1933. 
said th at th e OASI was “bankru pt 
financially and eth ically.” 


COMMENTING 
on 
th ose 
re­ 
marks, Mr. Williamson explains 
th at "OASI’s u nfu nded accru ed li­ 
ability in 19 55, u sing pension fu nd 
meth ods, was admitted to be some 
300 billr 
dollars against a tru st 
fu nd oi \ at 23 billion. Approxi­ 
mately 90 per cent of th e OASI 
tax collections in 1955 were ex­ 
pended in benefits and administra­ 
tive costs.’* 
• 
Mr. 
Williamson 
predicts th at 
"for th e calendar year 1958 th e 
ou tlay for Old Age and Su rvivors 
Insu rance (exclu ding Permanent 
and 
To ta l Disability 
Insu rance 
wh ich h as its own separate fu nd) 
will ru n abou t one billion dollars 
in excess of OASI taxes and inter­ 
est on th e OASI Tru st Fu nd.” 
Secretary Folsom 
su bstantilty 
admitted th is fac1 th is year: "With 
benefits increasing more th an h ad 
ben expected, th e tru s fu nd is 
expected to decline from abou t 23 
billion at th e beginning of th e cu r­ 
rent fiscal year to abou t 22% bil­ 
lion by th e end of th is month .

By th e end of fiscal 
1962, th e tru st fu nd is expected to 
be with in a range of from 19 bil 
lion dollars to 21% billion.** 
Th ese grave facts, 
h owever, 
be with in a range of from 19 bil- 
mean noth ing to th ose wh o are 
clamoring for th e passage of bills 
in Congress to pu t even more im­ 
petu s in th e decline.

Defense Costs Pose Problem 


Th e 38-billion-dollar national de­ 
fense appropriation bill for next 
year, now before Congress, mu st 
be considered as only a begin­ 
ning. 
You mu st add to it th ree billion 
dollars for military assistance, two 
and a h alf billion for atomic wea­ 
pons and h alf a billion for stock­ 
piling. Th is makes a 44-billion dol­ 
lar total. Th is, too, is only a be­ 
ginning. 
It is a 10-billion-dollar increase 
over th e 34-billion defense cost for 
1955, first post-Korean peacetime 
year. At th is rate of growth , th e 
cost of U.S. defense cou ld be over 
70 million dollars by 1970 — 11 
years away.

COSTS ARE GOING u p in spite 
of th e fact th at th e nu mber of men 
in th e armed forces, National 
Gu ard and reserves is being cu t 
down. 
Th e 
increased costs can be 
blamed on th e scientists — bless 
th eir inventive sou ls. Th ey keep 
devising new weapons giving more 
th ru st and destru ctive power per 
man. 
For instance, th e famou s B-29 
bomber wh ich was th e last word in 
World War II cost a mere $600,000 
each . 
Th e B-36 th at su cceeded it cost 
two to th ree million dollars each . 
Th is plane never flew on a com­ 
bat mission and is now obsolete. 
Th e B-52 Boeing Stratofortress 
and th e B-58 Convair Hu stler are 
price-tagged at arou nd eigh t mil­ 
lion dollars each . 
No one yet knows wh at th e price 
tag will be on bombers of th e B-70 
series, wh ich sh ou ld be appearing 
in 10 years or so. A fair gu ess 
migh t be 15 million dollars a plane. 
Th ey wil be loaded with elec­ 
tronic gear and may be able to fly 
as far as Moscow and back at 
Mach th ree speed — th ree times 
th e speed of sou nd or arou nd 2.000 
miles an h ou r. 
Th ese figu res on conventional air­ 
craft costs will probably be exceed­ 
ed by missile costs. Th e entire mis. 
sile pregram started ou t by cost­ 
ing a billion dollars in 1955. Th is 
year it is fou r billion and next year 
five.

Th e new National Aeronau tics 
and Space Administration now be­ 
ing set u p by Congress will cost 
from one-h alf billion to one billion 
dollars its first cou ple of years — 
ju st for research . 
Wh en NASA starts bu idling space 
sh ips to go to th e moon or ju st 
for su rveilance of u nfriendly cou n­ 
tries, its costs will also get into 
th e mu lti-billion dollar class. 
Th e q u estion raised by all th ese 
new cost es^nates is: h ow cab 
th e cou ntry su pport th em? 
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NO PRICE IS SUPPOSED to be 
too h igh for defense of cou ntry. 
Bu t with military bu dgets rising 
at th e rates ou tlined above, th ere 
is some concern th at th is bu rden 
can not be carried if th e cou ntry 
is ru n as it is now being ru n. 
Th at is tru e even if constant 
growth of th e national economy 
is figu red on. Ju st abou t 10 per 
cent of th e gross national produ ct 
— estimated at 440 billion dollars 
— will go for national defens£ *ext 
year. 
To keep th is same ratio a n d* 
meet a 70-billion-dollar defense bu d 
get ou t of a 700-billion-dollar gross 
national produ ct by 19 7Mwou ld re­ 
q u ire a steady increase of five 
per cent a year in U. S. economic 
growth . 
Th is was th e rate of growth fav­ 
ored as a goal by th e recent Rock- 
efeler economic report. Th e actu al 
rate of growth over th e past fou r 
years h as been less th an h alf th at 
— abou t 2.3 per cent.

NEA Throws 
Weight Behind 
Two Measures 


CLEVELAND (AP — The Na­ 
tional 
Education 
Assn. 
mov ed 
Thu rsday to throw its consider­ 
able weight behind two bills now 
p ending in Congress for federal 
aid to education. 
The association, meeting in con­ 
v ention here, unanimously adop ted 
a resolution sup p orting the Mur- 
ray -Metcalf and Elliott Bills. An 
official of the NEA p redicted both 
bills would be p assed and signed 
into law. 
The Elliott bill p rov ides to r 
scholarship s, loans to college stu­ 
dents, grants to states for streng­ 
thening scienoe, mathematics and 
foreign language instruction in the 
p ublic schools, guidance counsel­ 
ing and testing of able students, 
etc. 
In the first y ear it would cost 
the gov ernment 154 million dol­ 
lars, rising to 25 0 million in the 
fourth and final y ear. 
The Murray -Metcalf bill p rov ides 
a $25 federal grant to the states 
for each school-age child during 
the first y ear, with the grant in­ 
creasing by $25 each y ear to $100 
in the fourth y ear and thereafter. 
At the discretion of the states, the 
funds could be used for school con 
struction or to increase teachers 
salaries or a combination of both. 
It would cost one billion dollars 
the first y ear, increasing to 4Vz 
billion dollars in the fourth y ear 
and bey ond.

Rafer Johnson Is Favorite 
U.S. Decathlon Meet 
Begins in New Jersey 


PALMYRA, N. J. (AP) - The 
national 
decathlon championship 
will be held here Friday and Sat­ 
u rday and the most interested ob­ 
serv er in the world will be watch­ 
ing from 5,000-odd miles away in 
Moscow. 
This fellow’s name is Vassili 
Ku znetsov . A tall, lean 26 -y ear- 
old stu dent, he bettered Rafer 
Johnson’s listed world’s record 
with 8,016 points less than two 
months ago.

To New Home Is Closed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohio 
ftehermen poised for a b ig holiday

Most major streams are in fair 
to good fishing condition, with im­ 
prov ement in b oth lake and stream 
fishing reported generally in all 
areas.

CENTRAL-SOUTH—In this area 
such fav orite lakes as Hoov er, 
Delaware, Buckeye, Rocky Fork, 
Knor and Jackson are clear and 
normal. Most streams including 
Olentangy, Big and Little Walnut, 
and parts of Big and Little Darb y 
are fair to good.

You are b uying a new home. 
The chances are this complex tran­ 
saction will b e routine to all in­ 
v olv ed except you — particularly 
if this is your first house. 
You’l discov er that b oth the con­ 
tract closing and the tile closing 
(usually a few weeks later) can 
drain emotions you nev er suspect­ 
ed you had. The only protection is 
to b e prepared. 
Before closing your purchase con­ 
tract b e ab soutely certain that 
once the property is yours it will 
include all that you understand 
you are b uying, such as shrub s, 
appliances, garden tools or fur­ 
nishings. The contract should al­ 
so indicate what repairs are to b e 
made and should set a date for 
closing the title. 


AFTER THE CONTRACT clos­ 
ing b e sure the tile to your proper­ 
ty has b een searched b efore the ti­ 
tle closing. This may b e done eith­ 
er b y your attorney or the b ank 
which is giv ing you your mort­ 
gage. This is v ital, so that there 
can b e no claims, past or present, 
on your new property. Generally, 
home b uyers will do well to pur­ 
chase title insurance. Prob a b 1 y 
your lawyer will insist on it. 
Before the 
title closing 
you 
should prov ide for proper insur­ 
ance cov erage. At the v ery least 
b e sure that an insurance b inder 
is on your house b y the time the 
closing has ended. You might in­ 
v estigate the possib ility of taking 
ov er an existent insurance policy 
ev en though you might want to add 
some extended cov erage. 
Consider also whether you want 
mortgage insurance. 
Bring any 
old policies you hav e to the title 
closing, such as for other property 
or personal liab ility, to see wheth­ 
er all or part of your new cov er­ 
age might b e consolidated. 


AT THE TITLE CLOSING your 
lawyer and the seller’s attorney 
will apportion credit or deb it for 
town, v illage and school tax e s» 
mortgage and insurance payments. 
They may also make adjustments 
for heating oil left in the fuel 
tanks. Before you take possession, 
of course, you will want to make 


port ant for you to hav e an ator- 
ney who 
practices in the 
area 
where you are settling. Let him 
b e your guide. 
When 
we 
asked 
our 
b anker 
friends what they considered the 
most important consideration for 
a homeowner b efore closing, they 
unanimously underscored ab ility to 
meet the carrying charges. Make 
sure when you total them that they 
include the yearly cost of your 
morgage — b oth interest and am­ 
ortization — real estate taxes, hea- 
ing. insurance, repair and main­ 
tenance costs. 
You should giv e these items the 
same careful consideration you 
gav e to the size and construction 
of your house plus its location 
with regard to schools, church, 
shops, transportation and other dai­ 
ly liv ing needs.
